This is one of die early Vfniiju inscriptions of tin* Trax’ancore State. It 
hail been once edited in 1907-08 in the Efigraphia Iniha l>v the late Mr. T. A. 
Gopinathu Kao with a number of foot-notes added by tin- late Mr. V. Venknyva. 1 
In 'pile of much tbit has been written by both the gentlemen, tliere are enough 
grounds for re-editing the inscription. A few misreadings re inn ill yet to be oirrected 
ami the wording of tin- inxriptioc. has to l« properly ret so that its object max be 
correctly understood. Besides, it is also wav-ary that tlu- inner ipl ion should find a 
place in the Trar oncer t ArekoxJogieoJ Series devoted chiefly to the publication of 
the inscriptions of the State. 

The copperplate in .|Ur.lion and a few hiked r*tamp*ges of it are preoerv- 
ed in my office. The former I eh mg- to the M&uilu))i mn;hn and was secured by 
Mr. S. Govindu Pillni, Mis'll Court Vskil. Trixwndruiu, for being edited by Mr. 
T. A. Gopinatha Kuo. But the exi-unre of the iimription was known even 
earlier, a- an eve copy of it together with a rough transcript is found in the muni* 
script books erf' my office in the handwriting of Mr Garten Pillai. My object in 
publishing if h tORVllier lb iwo ptioii- tin- Mate and not with u 

view to -it in judgement over the findings of others. 

The inscription i* important in more wav- than one. It i- the earliest 
reconl dated in the Kollmn «ra. The Tamil bngnage in which the document is 
written with a sprinkEng of the cnHoqualism of tin w.-sccxftst mid without the 
vcrbisity of other allied epigraphs i- sjuite in the d<«-uii.ciitjry -tyle. direct and to 
the point. IW-ide- there are a few v. ry interesting old terms. 

We slu.ll note here -ome .fill* striking nrihoftraphiral and etymological 
peculiarities. Th* record i. imbed >u die \ ittu rhsrarters all through n 
u few Gnmtlin letters such a- nn»fi Irt (I. 1). >ri (II. 7. 18, 19) and rohhi and 
rak'hd (I. 12). The formation of loth tla- Grsntlis slid Vaftt-luttu letter* leaves 
no room for doubting the date of the record. Two f»ems of l omir in early 
ViiUeluTtu epigraph*. one with a cl--.*! loop at tin- bottom and the other rr-ombliug 
a slanting erws with a -light *trok« to tlie left of the tO|». It i« the latter that is 
employed throughout thi- inscription. Vo is well distinguished from pa and ivi by 
the feet of Its having a sharp UMUltf bent II the left side. The only */fl that i* 
differently shaped occur- in the lest line (f. 26) where it lut- an inward top h">p- 
The vowel m. which in some the Yatteluttu epigraphs is Ibslsle to la- mistaken 
for y a, pn, or r<t, is *o forimd in this inscription >• to have a broader convex 
curve. Long r/J and hi have an additional stroke at the right top (11.4, 15 24 
and 25). Clear distinction i* maintained in the formation of such similar letters 
a- In, In. f-n. and lio. The vowel a an. I the combined consonant pn arc made »o 
distinctly as to leax-e no room for mistaking the one for the other. In this inscrip- 
tion. shore po occurs four time* (II. 13, 14. and 25) and '«>ng once (/. 12): the 
email top stroke on the right side differentiates the two.

The Conner differs very little from fte both of which have a closed loop at the 
commencement: what distinguishes the two in some Ciscs. however, is the middle 
curve in the case of Qt and a alight horizontal stroke in the middle in the case of 
nai: this horizontal stroke is so small in some that it is not move than a mere 
point. The appropriate symbol for no being used for po, the former is seldom 
employed; and when used, it resembles either lo or ku with which it could only be 
distinguished bv sense or context. 'lh» rare Utter no occurs once in line U "(hoc 
the last but second fetter). $ai also occurs hut once in line 3 as will be shown 
below. 



Though mostly the rreonl i- in grammatical Tamil, -here are some etymo- 
logical peculiarities which deserve to be lucutioncd.

(ii) In line 11 Litfuildl lias been corrected into kfxfuUAl that being the 
form used in the record 

(iii) In hues 9 and 10. we have preferred Mr. Gopinntha Rao’s reading 
of chrydari and ehtydu tit! to the suggestion of Mr. Venkayya that they may be

ption va differs from ya and it is the symbol for the Utter that is used in the case 
under reference. 

(iv) The syllables at the end •‘f line U have l<een read as iddunalif-ogru 
by Mr T. A. Gopinatha Kao. On it Mr. Venkayya noted “the reading seems 
to be naiyit <»yr«" "ml remarked "if gai lias to be taken as gd it would be 
quite different from the other yn's which occur in this inscription and resemble 
the modem Tamil W. While the former rendered his reading into “He that 
reduces thi- to a fourth*’, the Incur translated the passage as torrorted by him 
into “he who contributes to tbe dwindling of thi* (charity)”. We consider both 
tlw readings to be incorrect, and in our view tbe true reading U "idagai pig- 
vgtii'. It may hr noted that what has been taken lor an ai sign of tai is 
an erasure: the symbol for tai opw servral times in the inscription and none 
of them could stand compariso i with the -ymbol after the v..\el i in the (wtongo 
under rciVrcmw.

The inscription is no doubt wonted in dear and unambiguous langiuige. 
But owing to the fact that many of the term* employed in it have cased to bo iu 
U«o. there is difficulty in finding out the realnature and object of the document. 

The object of tlie record is to register the fact that Adichchnn Umaiy- 
ninrnai placed the temple of AyirOr and its landed properitiea an a ii./iju to the 
temple a* Tiruchchenguiuttr. 

In order to net clearly before tbe reader the immediate object of the inscrip- 
tion, as well as the incidental references contained therein, we would separate the 
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record into the following three pom: — 

The first pun runs from line 1 to line 11. The principal clause in this 
passage is:

the Ik>»\ is taught) within the palace at P»uai Agava in Kollam, the Vena.)u ruler 
SrlvnlbbhangOdai being also i.rwnt. Incidentally it i» mentioned that this Adi- 
chcluiu UinaiyaniDwi « t up the image of the Bhat\4raka in the temple «c AyiiUr 
and that king 8rfvalbbhnug>Mai gare to l iiuiyainmai the temple of AvurQr und 
land- L longing to it. The details of date furnished at the commencement of the 
inscription is comas ted with the immediate object and not with the construction 
of the temple or with the fir-l gift >A the u tuple and its lands to tin- lady l»v tho 
king. It is also unlikely tluit all tla-e could liar* been eff.ctcd on the nine .lay. 

Thus in this part we learn 

(a) that the immediate obje. t of Uu iunription Was to register tho fiut 
tluit the lempli of Ayumr and ita bn b were placed a* a kVl}u to the tempi, of 
TiruchcheAgttoiQr by Adichan I'limiysimnai cf Tirukkabyapurara. 

(I>) I’liat (Sib was eff r» ted at Kollam on the day not.sl in the beginning 
of the record and in the n»embly of the gr.aimni >4 TirocbcbcAgtiOJflr, king Srf- 
vaUabl uAkOdui being ul»o pn-ent in it. 

(c) That the temple wat lank by the lady and that the transferred pro- 
|»Tty was given to her by the king. The last fa.t explains how site came to own 
it and poaaee cd th right - *» ntial f.r tran.f.iriiiK it. Moreover, it will be ahown 
in tho serjiiel why the inscription of this rbusc «e information is necessary. 

The date of die inscription is givin in lines 1 to 3 ss the 149th venr after 
the appearance of Kolbm when Jupiter *u in Tula, the VaiMkha mourn, Sunday 
ami A&vutf-Xukdlutm. These detail* hid been verified by the late Prof. 
Ki. lhorn. The result of hi* verification i. monied as follows — 

"H 'he 'late were correctly recorded, it would correspond, for the year 143 
of the Kolbm era. to Sunday, tbe 9th November A. D. 973. whidi was tl»c 15th 
day of the month of Vp-Vhiks. and on which (tlx- 11th ttfii of the bright half of 
Mfirgskira ended 11 h. 22 m. while) the Xakdiatra was Revatl for 6 h. 25 m. 
after mean sunrise, and Akrinf (Afcwul) for the mt of the day. On the same 
•lay Jupiter’s mean longitude was 292" 44’ and its true longitude 296" 26', f. t. in 
either o«se Jupiter was in the sign Tula”. 

"The difficulty here i«, that the day sliould have been described as the day 
of the Nakshatra AfevinI, when this Xakshatra only commenced 16 h. 25 in. after 
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mean sunrise; ami 1 have no doubt whatever that cither AivinI ( As vat I) has been 
emoted erroneously instead of Kfrvatf, or Sunday instead of Monday. If the week- 
day were Monday, the date would regularly correspond to Monday -he I Oth 
November A. D. 973, the 16th day of N'nsehika, when the Nakshutra was AivinI 
I AS vat I) for 1C h. 25 ir. after mean sunrise and when Jupiter of course- still was 
in the sign TuU'\ There is nothing to s us pert tbit the date is incor nelly register- 
,d. We call take it to lx- correctly cited and that it regularly corresponds to the 
evening (after 16 h. 25 in. had elapsed after «un-rixr) of Sunday the 9th November 
973 when the Nakahatra w Atvatf. 



The second pirt lays down tlx terms and condition* of holding the pro- 
perty. This portion runs from line Ilf. to 'ine 17. 

Here the chief point to note is the express repetition of the plintse *■ Ayuriir 
muik&Iraffaman pottarfvjarkkoUa ifainijim ' which, we may say. is identical with 
'‘Ayurtlr jxi^rnynraiywn paltd.ayarkk^fa pimyttm” of the liret part. 

This | tart give- ua to understand that the J'odurnf (managing tlx affairs 
of the TiruchchcAguorur teuiule) U» whom wen- entrusted the temple of Ayurnr 
and its lamia, luid the right of protecting tlx -aid lamb aud of oolleeUng the rak*ha- 
hh6(/a (rents), in order to cnodiKl the expenses stipulated in the first pari. Se- 
cond I \, it also lays down tliat neither tlx 0 rtfar uor the ijaiyijar could enter 
(on the lamia) or collect any money (duos). Tin- meaning of this clause and the 
necessity for its insertion have not been pr^xrlv understood: and they require to 
lx* exnkinod. » The very fact that tlx Urafar ami the idnvji4<u hud noiv to he pre- 
vented from erne ring on the Umls of the Ayiuflr tempilr nod collecting duw sug- 
gi-sts that they once h»*l th«« function* or privilege*- else it i* difficult to under- 
stand whv they, in palticubr, should. hj an exprre* clause, lie so prevented. If it 
is remembered that the bods belonged originally to the king, tlien were given over 
to Adichelmo-l’nuiyiimmai by Si I\.illil»h*r.i:Od.ii atxl finally placed under the J‘o- 
durdl, it will be «u»y to know who are lumnt by the Hr&far and the i4uy\4ar and 
why they urn now excluded. By tird. a are meant tlx officer* governing tlx village 
on behalf of the king and by i 4<iiyifar an- meant “pe-reons acting on b-h«lf of 
Ailichdutu Umavammai".

Thus, this pirt elefinc* the privileges of the /Were if over the land* of the 
AyurtJr temple, divest* the previous authorities of the rights once vested with 
them, and by* down at tlx same time a penalty ou tin bp who attempted to misuse 
the property and on those who supported their cause. 
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The third part i> the concluding portion of the document wherein a com- 
plete summary is given and signatories H-;ure. This part runs from line 17 to line 
-6. Of theae. 39 to 23 contain only a re|«><ition of tlie first pari omitctni' 
certain detail*. I ii* a mistake to put a full stop after Lorufadu (/. 09 ) (.is has been 
done in Ep. Jnd. Vol. IX. p. 237) and to mat.- th.it word a finite v«rb. Such u 
punctuation, it must be said, would distort th.- sense of the inscription and render 
it incomplete and miintdligable. It would be cornet to take loiujndu as a noun 
in tho objective case governed by the transitive verb <r#iya(line 20). 

Of the personal rum.- mentioned iu the in».ription, two deserve to be npe- 
cittlly noticed trir. SrlvallabhoAgOdai and Tirukkubyaporattu Adichchat) I inaiv- 
iimmui. Of these, the first i* sCute.1 to he the niler of V#n*du (*. t. Trevanrore). 
Mr. Venkuyya has inserted a big not.- on this niuue. Freni it, it look* as if he 
regarded kt-lai iu the proper name of die king >4 \ .-i»*du ami Srlvallablm us the 
name of his overlord. Hi- examination of fart- fchow* tluit there was no Srlvullu- 
bhu among the Paqdya« at the rime of this V^adu sovereign and aewding to 
hu own hniliii* we cannot .up|»se liiat this ruler of Travancon- whs a feudatorv 
<il' the Ch0|u king Vallnbha, referral to in the Mahiwansa as hnving inva.hd 
Ceylon in the period A. I). 975-993. Hie history of the Chert* being very little 
known, s«ys; Mr. \ vnkuyya. it U unortain to whi.h dynasrv Srlvalhtbliang-Odui, 
v;ho..- feudatory the \ .nidu ruler might lave Ia n iu A. I». 973. belonged It 
muy Iw noted that \ allaMia •* Srlvullabha i- a general epirhet applioiblc not only 
to rilpdva*, Chorus, or Chilis but Co other kings as well. There i- nothing in 
the ivo.nl I., indicate that RrlvallaMimigfldai - , f.-udntorv of any other king. 
Ihisides. flier e are mnumcrabfc instance* in m-rriptiona of double names like 8rf- 
v.illnbhiiiigiVlai, where the first |mrt i* not the name of an overlord. Such being the 
.»«•. we think there i* no m-ed to find an over-lout of the \>Mdu king from tlic first 
part of hi- name. Srlvallahhangwlai U something similar ro Hhfekara Ravi- 
varmnn. StliAun llavi and ViLraintditya Varngupa. whafe Rht-kara, Stiitpu and 
\ iknuiiAdilya hud not been found to lm the names of sovereign* u» whom the re- 
spective kings were subordinates. 

Now ns regards flic other name Tirukkalaiyspurattu Adichehau I'maiv- 
ammni. The prvvmiu editor cun.idered that I'maiyammai of Tirukkaliiiyapiiram 
wms the dauahter of Adiehchnu and added that -he might jrrhaps be the daughter 
of oho Ch6|a king Aditya II. The .wrrect ness of the first inference mnv justly lie 
suspected anil the s-rond regarded as an attempt to trace high connection, where then- 
is dearly none. We ol**crre that in Mahlnr, w liere the succession is by the female 
line, a significant custom prevails which clearly indicates Uic order of dc*ccnt of 
property. It consists in the addition o! the unde's name to that .if one’s own. 
Thu* t when a man i« known by the* compound iiunt* Kaman-hfishnaji, KfUluw) i* 
the proper name of the penon, while tlie prefix Rftman i» that of hi. uncle, to 
who«e property he becomes heir. Thi* custom «ootiiit*s even at present. But iu 
the ease of u lady, the modern custom i» different: she prefixes to her name that 
of her mother. However, it is not unlikely that in ancient times her name Wn* 
also associated with that of her unde. An any rate, it looks absurd to take the 
first part of the compouud name to refer to the father of the person; and such a 
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view can under no circumstance be correct when applied to persons in n country, 
where succession is determined in the female line. I am, therefore, of opinion 
that in the name Adiclwlutud nuiyumiiiai, AiikbchaQ might not refer to her fa- 
the; bu< he the name of her unde. Another epigraph which furnishes evidence 
on the issue i* the Kadiuuftgu|ain inscription of Kai.utu-fc< n»|iivarman, which men- 
tions queen Vlra-Kiman-Lmuiyannuai. It ha- I«mi elsewhere shown by me that 
Kftmaii-Kt'ni|avunnun, being tlw immediate successor of Manikatipi H&rnavarmAii, 
must have pnfinl to Ills proper name K<'-nt lavannaii, the name of his uncle 
Banian, and tlust similirh queen Vfra-Kiman-l injiyaiini^u should have derived 
the first part of her muuc from the same king. The above instances dearly indi- 
cate that the prefixed inline iu the compound name- of gentlemen and ladies is 
that of the undo. We are thus obliged to regard TirukkaUiyapurattu Adichdiuu 
a« (he proper name of tlw unde of I'maiyuininai and ms such Tmikkalaiyapurattu 
A<li< hchan cau onh lie a private individind— not a :n<m>ier of the royal family. 
Even if Tirukkalaiyupnram is to lie taken with rnmiyanmiui, her statu- «wn be no 
belter. But tliere is entiling improbable in her bring the king's wife. 1 It is im- 
nnmible that Tirukkalayupumttn Adichrfaao would be identical with the CliOja 
king Ailitya II.
